office that Governor Davis saw 
fit to appoint him in addition to 
the post of Master in Equity, 
and his nomination was only

ment Gazetts on January 6, 1847. 
Exactly a week later, he was 
named to serve in the additional 
capacity as Registrar of the Ad- 
miralty Court, whose Proctor 
was the brilliant but unfortunate 
Mr. Norcott D’Esterre Parker, 
of whom mention has been made 
in a previous article in this 
serics. 
ESCAPED SCANDAL 

Mr. Cay was fortunate in be- 
ing a man who was interested 
solely in the pursult of his offi- 
cial duties, and appears not to 
have become ‘involved in the 
Isericy of scandals which were 
early to centre round the carcer 
of Judge Hulme, who was ac- 
cused by his enemies of being 4 
drunkard, and therefore incap- 
able of occupying the highest 
seat on the local bench. It was 
undoubtedly this aloofness from 
colonial politics which enabled 
him to remain in his post until 
April 29, 1856, when he resigned 
his Registrarship. No reason 
is given in contemporary 
records for his withdrawal from 
his appointment, but it is hinted, 
that, owing to the death of his 
wife four years enrlier, Mr. Cay 
found life in Hongkong to ‘be 
utterly intolerable, and con- 
sidered it advisable to return to 
the land of his youth. There he 
dabbled in politics, and except 


acting as an agent for the Oricn- 


tal Bank, entirely severed his 
connections with the Far East. 
The news of his death at Shep- 
perton, near Edinburgh on 
March 19, 1888, at the age of 81 
years, was received with particu- 
iar regret in the Colony where he 
had passed some twelve years of 
his life. The local newspapers 
spoke of his passing ag “‘mark- 
ing the end of a ‘decade in our 
earlier history, which was signa- 
Hsed by the presence ‘of great 
men, who, during the first years 
of Hongkong’s existence, laid the 
foundation of the Colony which 
shall remain throughout the ages 
asa perpetual memorial to the 
achievements of the British 
people.” :

SCOTTISH OUTLOOK 


Mr. Robert Dundas Cay was 
bern at. North Charlton, Nor- 
thumberland in the-year 1807. 
He was the youngest son of 
Robert Hodshon Cay, Esq. a 
landowner of some means and in- 
cidontally a Calvinist of strong 
leanings. This factor and the 
proximity of the County to the 
Scottish border wore largely in- 
strumental in determining that 
the education. of his son should 
be entirely in a Caledonian 
atmosphere. As 6 result, Mr. 


Northumbrian burr distinguish- 
ed by a fund of anecdote typical- 
ly Scottish In origin, and testi- 
fied his cultural affinities with 
the land and people of Sir 
Walter Scott and Robbie Burns. 
Although very little is known 
of the early life of Mr. Cay in his 
Homeland, we do know that 
after his graduation at the Uni- 
‘versity of Edinburgh, he obtain- 
ed the situation of writer to the 
Signet which he held for many, 
years. His diligence in this post 
won for him a wide recognition 
among membors of the legal pro- 
fession, so that by the timo that 
he was thirty-five or thereabouts, 
he came under the notice of John 
Walter Hulme, who had just 
been appointed to organise‘a 


Court of Superior Jurisdiction in! 


Her Majesty’s newly acquired 
Colony of Hongkong. As a re- 
sult of the recognition of Judge 
Hulme of his capacity, Mr. Cay 
was chosen to accompany him to 
the Far East as a member of the 
personnel of the new Governor, 
Sir John Davis. * : 


STARTED COURT 


-Mr. Cay, as a component of 
one of the most distinguished. 
official groups which have ever 
set sail for the Far East arrived 
in Hongkong on board HLM.S. 
Spiteful on May 7, 1844. The 
specific task of creating u com- 
plete court of judicial procedure 
was ‘no sinccure, and it is an 
eloquent testimony to the deter- 
mination of the founders that 
the work which they set upon to 
accomplish was completed less 
than aix months later, and tho 
Supremo Court of the Colony of

It is suggested that under this 
headings the following action imisht 
well be taken: ;

ed signs, and any other lights which 
cannot be extinguished immediately;

shapes; place dark curtains in 
a position that they can be lowered 
without any delay; ensure that 
electric torches are in working order; 
prepare matcrial for darkening motor 
cars, cycles, rickshaws ete.; put your 
lighting: restrictton scheme into force 
for a tidal run and remedy faults, 
if any. ‘ 

It is hoped that during th's period 
all concerned will use thelr own 
ingenuity and endeavour to think out 
the arrangements they will have to 
[make jn order to solve the very 

important, problem of darkening 
their premises in the shortest possible 
period of time. 


Hostile Alrcralt 


It ag vital that In time of war 
hostile aircraft should not sce the 
Uphts of «a town at night. The aim 
should be to try and obtain a com- 
plete: “blackout” of the Colony with- 
in three minutes of the sounding of 
the “air raid warning.” Our object 
should be to ensure that a9 far as is 
practicable, hostile aircraft passing 
aver the Colony at night would: see 
no lights which might serve to guide 
then to u particular objective or 
assist them to determine — thelr 
position, 

It is not proposed to pusy any 
special legislation in regard (0 the 
restrictlon of lighting,. but to place 
reHance on the #eneral public to do 
their. utmost fo darken the buildings 
for which they are responsible; in 
fact ‘the public is. usiced to co- 
operate whole-heartedly with the 
Government in an carnest endeavour 
to make a success of the proposed 
“blackout.” 

The following information 
furnished as o guide which 
public Js requested to observe: 

Object to attain: To darken your 
house or business premises so that 
no lights are visible external to the 
| building. To sereen the lights of all 
| transport vehicles so as to make 
them Invisible from the alr. 

How this object can be attained: 
Immedintely the “air raid warning” 
{3 seen or heard, (n) turn out all 
unnecessary Mghts and remove the 
lobes, (b) obscure the remaining 
lights. 

This Intter can be done either: 

(i) By covering the lights with 
two layers of a dark and thiok cloth 
which should be slowed to hang 
down for a distance of two feet, the 
cloth belng gathered together in the 
middle by a piece of string tc; 

(ii) By Inserting the globe (if 
electric Nght {is used) In an empty 
frult can or tin, eg. first take the 
cover. of the tin or cah, cut or drill

after dark, 


(v) Headlights of all transport 
vehicles shduld be turned out and 
all remaining lights covered with 
two thickne:s’es of blue material, 

It is very desirable to remove the 
Hlobes of all electric linhts which it 
is not proposed to use duringg the 
“blackout” so us to avoid thO~.pos- 
sibility cf them being turned on by 
mistake, 

The best phiee for shaded lights is 
in the corner of a reoom, as in this 
position the walls of the room 
venerally help to obscure the ligt 
All shaded lights should be so fi 
that the beam of Hyht points vertical- 
ly onto the ficor, In order to avoid 
u reflection of the Light from the 
oor, it is important that the beam 
of light should fall on some dark 
and non-shiny surface. ‘ 

If elcetrie torches are used the 
globes should be covered with at 
least two thicknesses of darle blue 
tissuc paper or darls cloth and when 
in use should be so handled that the 
beam of Nght is thrown vertically 
downwards. 

Should the head of the house be 
absent from home when the “air 
raid warning” Js sounded, ensure 
that the whole of the family and the 
domestic staff are thoroughly con- 
versant with (a) the different types 
of afr rald) warning = signals which. 
will be used, “and (b) the gencral 
scheme of Ilghting restrictions which 
the head of the house proposes to 
put into foree. _ 


Public Buildings 


It is suggested that in “business 
establishments, hotels, theatres, 
cinemas, etc. when the “air raid 
warning” js sounded, the manasers 

1 establishments will fake the 

wy action to Jnform — those 
people who may be within the 
buildings, 

It should be noted that the private 
supplies of electricity and gas will 
not be discontinued or curtalled 
during the practice “blackout” and 
therefore responsibility ‘for “darken- 
Ing” will rest on every individual 
ch ag under his control any form of 
lighting. 

It ds quite possible that in some 
Isolated cases the “oir raid warning” 
signals may neither be seen nor 
heard, but if a careful look-out Is 
kept during the “warning period” 
to see if the street lighting has been 
extinguished or neighbouring houses 
are in darkness, it should be assumed 
that the alarm has been sounded, und 
thercfore immediate action should oe 
taken to darken premises, 

Following are the conclusions 
drawn from the last “blackout: 

The darkening of houses by using 
red material is not effective’ und 
durk blue moterial. should be used 
instead, 

Many motor vehicles both In Hong- 
kong, Kowloon and the New Ter- 
ritorics failed to observe the lighting 
restrictions and it was also observed 
that certain types of motor cars, 
especially V8 models, have liccace 
plates canted upwards; these should 
be shicided ‘and special attention 
should be pald to the rear lights and 
rear brake lghts which reflect on to 
the number plates and the ground.” 

Bicycle ond rickshaw Hghts must 
be screened by dark blue material 

Several lights were visible on tops 
of buildings and owners of premises 
with any skyNghts ‘should ‘cover 
these apertures with curtains, oF 
paint the glinss surface- “with blue 
paint. STE 

The public should keep Indoors 
and not crowd into the streets as the 
latter must be kept free for the 
movement of essential services, c.g. 
the Fire Brigade. 

Masses of peopls-in white clothiriz 
are discernible from the air,” and 
therefore dark clothing should be 
worn by those members of the publle 
whose duty takeg them into the 
streets.

HAPPY MARRIED LIFE. 


Inspector Francis produced ao state- 
ment which he said Mrs. Newlands 
made on August 21. 

In thls alleged statement Mrs. 
Newlhinds deseribed what happened 
at the flat on the morning of August 
20 and how she cooked lunch for her 
husband and = his” friends. Her 
husband had a drink of whisky, and 
she heard him shout, "Cecil, come and 
taste this.” The statement concluded, 
“We have enjoyed happiness during 
the whole of our married life.” 

Inspector Francis sald that Mrs. 
Newlands mide a further statement 
after being cautioned on August 21.

NO LOVE PACT

Victoria's two “dry” ‘areas this 
time polled against abolition, and In 
all areas, especinily in Industrial 
centres, the antlenbolltion vote was 
Increased.

He attributed the collision to a 
large saloon car pulling out and 
ecnusing him to swerve across the 
roud.

When Mr. Worrldge—-o8 he then 
was—wwas clevated to ‘the Bench, 
the day after Mr. Justice Avory 
was made a Judge, “Tommy” Bar- 
fon went along. 

Barton was the Ideal Judge's 
clerk He knew his master and 
his methods so. well he could 
usually anticipate , the judge's 
needs. Hc always sat alongside 
him on the bench; followed so 
closely the cases heard by Norridge 
that he cftcn had text books ready 
before the Judge called for them. 

When ill-health and failing cye-

AT A PRESS CONFERENCE to-day the 
Chinese military spokesman reviewed the recent 
military situation and said that in Kiangsi the 
opposing forces were facing each other on the 
Hsiu River, while sanguinary fighting had taken 


place in the mountainous regions north of: Ping-

Chinese forces had re-! 


treated from Yochow only 
after inflicting heavy 
casualties on the Japanese 
in a three-day battle on the 
Yochow sector. — 


Regarding South China, the 
spokesman said that in the 
course of 2 counter-offensive the 
Chinese had recaptured most of 
the cities around -Canton, includ- 
ing Tsinghsing, Waichow, Poklo, 
east of Canton, and Tsunghua 
north-enst of Canton, 


- }fe said that the Jupanese counter- 
uttacks on Tamshul, cast of Canton, 
had so far been repulsed, 


Tho Canton-Kowloon railway 
had been out in several places by 
the Chinese troops, and at present 
all of the Japancse troops from 
north of Canton had been with- 
drawn to Inside Canton city, de- 
sperately defending Canton, while 
anxiously awalllng reinforcements 


He said that over 40 Japanese war 
ships were reported to be sailing 
northward up the Pearl River to Can- 
ton. : 


A Japanese unit holding Samshul 
had suffered heavy losses as result of 
Chinese counter-attucks, and he said 
that despite the Japancse Intention to 
cross the Yellow River from Shansi 
and north Honan, the Chinese de- 
fence around the loop of the Yellow 
River had tightened, and it was 'be- 
lieved that the Yellow River defence 
was unpenctrable, 

The spokesman, giving u bird’s-cye 
view of all the fronts said that in 
North China the Japanese were 
anxious to occupy the entire Pelping- 
Hankow railway by attacking Cheng~

chow, und also to cut the Lunghai 
railway-at Tungkwan by crossing the 
Yellow River at Fengiingtu or Mao- 
tsintu, 


In South China the Japanese mili- 
tary were maintaining a defensive 
position at Canton. However, a 
{ierce attack on north Hunan almed 
at an carly capture of Changsha in 
order to swallow tho entire Canton- 
Hankow railway. 

At West Hupch, he said, the Japan- 
ese were doing thcir utmost to ad- 
vance to Sashih, 

The spokerman refused to roveal 
the names of the commanders in the 
Canton countcr-offensive but said 
that there were “capable men,”"— 
United Press. 


CHANGSHA ADVANCE 
CONTINUING 


Shanghai, Nov, 16, 
_ The Japanese advance on Changsha 
is continuing, with two columns 
striking southward, the first of which 
is follow-ng the ratlway from Yochow, 


whlile the second js progressing along 
the Tungcheng-Changsha highway, 
east of the railway, 

The next objectives of these 
columns is Sinshih, about seven 
miles cast of the railway Une which 
will be attacked by the first column, 
while the second column will attack 
Pingicang, about 32 miles cast of 
‘the railway. 

Both towns are situated on the 
Mi River, and are about halfway to 
,+Changsha from Yochow and Tung- 
‘eheng respectively, the remaining 
distance in cach case be:ng about 44 
miles. 

Fires are still raging in Changsha 
und are now spreading to the north 
gate where forvlgn missionary pro- 
perty ts situated. There are still a 
number of foreigners In Changsha, 
including 30 Germans, mostly 
missionaries, ond also several 
businessmen.—Trana-Ocean,

early to centre round the career 
of Judge Hulme, who was ac- 
cused by: his enemies of being 8 
drunkard, and therefore incap- 
able of .occupying the highest 
seat on the local bench. It was 
undoubtedly this aloofness from 
colonial politics which enabled 
him to remain in his: post until 
April 29, 1856, when he resigned 
his Registrarship. No reason 
is 
records for his withdrawal from 
his appointment, but it is hinted, 
that, owing,to the death of his 
wife four years earlier, Mr. Cay 
found life in Hongkong to be 
utterly intolerable, and. con- 
sidered it advisable to return to 
the land of hig youth. There he 
dabbled in politics, and except 
acting as an agent for the Orien- 
tal Bank, entirely severed his 
connections with the Far East. 
The news of his death at Shep- 
perton,. near .Edinburgh on 
March 19,.1888,.at ‘the age of 81 
years, was:received with particu- 
lar regret jn the-Colony where he 
had passed scthe twelve years of 
his life.. The local newspapers 
spoke of his, passing ag “mark- 
ing the end-of:--a' decade in our 
earlier history, which was signa- 
lised by the. presence’ of great 
men, who, during.the-firat years

Mr. Robert Dundas Cay’ was 
born at -North Charlton; ‘Nor- 
thumberland in the year” 1807.

Cay grew up more Scottish than

Do not use 
a damp cloth, 


Applique Work 


Applique work is very decorative 
and gives the artistic woman a £ 
deal of scope for her creative ins- 
tinct. But often with on important 
piece of work It Is diMcult to baste 
the pleces in their respective places. 
Try brushing over the back of each 
piece with olittle thin starch and 
then place carefully Into position, 
Leave until dry, or press dry with 
a hot fran, The starch will not harm 
the material at all, and will come 
out after the first washing. 

And here Is a useful tip about 
transfers, When a transfer design 
is to be stamped on to ua piece of 
work there Is no need to heat an 
iron. 

Place the transfer shect in posi- 
tion, then damp a cloth with 
methylated spirlt and apply it to the 
back of the transfer until ft is 
moistened all over, The result will 
be «a beautifully clear design, and, 
what is more’ attractive, the same 
transfer sheet can. do duty -scveral 
times in succession.

The spokesman said that Japan, by 
so doing, intends to reduce China to 


an exclusive market for 
exporters, 

He added that, the Japanese will 
hastily exploit “the LUlegal position 
miulntained by — force’, whereby 
Japanese mercantife ships can move 
freely.

He sald that shipping was the last 
line of defence of Western commer- 
cla) interests in China, and added 
that the measures taken by the 
Western Powers in presenting merely 
diplomatic notes was insufficient 
because in Tokyo there was a large 
heap of Western protests to most of 
which Japan offers excuses, and an 
effective “No” to the latest tri-Power 
protest. 

The spokesman said that the 
Western Powers should take “firm 
uetlon and suitable reprisals against 
the Japanese position. 

Further delay on the part of the 
Western ‘Powers to adopt proper

Use. As Beds;:ace Not 
_ Recognised By Law 


AN INTERESTING POINT 
whether a place could be re- 
garded as a domestic dwelling 
because people ilegally slept in 
it was argued before Mr. Justice 
R.E. Lindsell ‘in the Supreme 
Court this morning. 

The point was raised during the 
hearing of an action brought by Mrs. 
Lal Shick-yu, claim.ng possession of 
the ground floor of 54 Des Vocux 
Road, from her tenants, the World 
Wardrobe and Cabinct Trunk Manu- 
facturing Co, 

Mr, H. C. Macnamara, Instructed 
by Mr. F. E. Nosh, - appeared for 
plaintiff. Defendants were represent- 
ed by Mr. H. Somerset kiwroy, on 
the Instructions of Mr. C. A. S. Russ. 

At the outset it was agreed that 
the pr.mory issue was for acfendants 
to estiblish that the premises had 
been used as-a dwelling and there- 
tore came within the Prevention of 
Evictions Ordinance. 

Chau Yat-ming, manoging partner 
of defendant firm, said he rented the 
prem.ses jn February, 1937, since 
when he had been sleeping in the 
cockloft and his s.x, fokis) on the 
floor. After receiving notice to qu.t, 
he had been endeavouring to fina 
other premises but failed, - 


FAMILY AT MONGKOK 


Cross-examincd, witness agreed 
that he had a family living at Mong- 
kok, and could go ond stay there it 
he wished.

All they were concerned wiih was 
whether or not persons .had_ been 
sleeping there and not with ‘the 
legality: of it, Further, there was no 
stipulation that the place was to be 
used simply os o shop, and if persons 
had been sleeping there for nearly 
twa years, as shown by the evidence, 
i must of necessity become a dwell- 
ing. . 


COULD NOT BE SANCTIONED 


Mr, Macnamara submitted that no 
defence had been made out and 
went on to contend that there was 
no question of any pat of the sho] 
forming a separate ictting so that Jt 
could be appropriated for domestic 


use, 

It had been stated that sleeping in 
the premises was illegal, and there-

The death has occurred of the 
actress Viola Tree, daughter of Sir 
Herbert Beerbohm = Tree, famous

Viola ‘Tree, distinguished Tirltish 
actress, theatre minaper and. author, 
was born in London In July 1884, 
and educated partly on the Continent, 
Her father was’ the eminent actor- 
manner Sir H, Beerbohm Tree, 

After studying oat the Roynl 
Academy of Dramatic Art rhe’ acted 
fn a number of plays produced by 
her father, first at Edinburgh in 1904 
as Viola in “Twelfth Night” and later 
at His Malesty’s Theatre, London, as 
‘Ariel in “The Tempest,” 
“Much Ado about Nothing.” Perdita 
in “The Winter's Tole” with Ellen 
Terry and in the name part of 
“Tribby.” In these and many Shakes- 

_pearean parts which she, took in the 
next few years she won marked 
stiecess, showlnt deep feeling in 
tragedy and a keen sense of humour 
in comedy. 

Her ambition, however, was to be 
a singer in 1910 she went to Milan 
in the hope of jetting her voice 
strengthened, While there she cor- 
respond with many dlstingulshed 
people In England, Includingg the Inte 
Lord Oxford and = Asquith and 
Bernard Shaw. Two years later her 
hopes of becoming .a singer were 
destroyed by a throat affection and 
she returned to the stage.

Man Who Started The 
Supreme Court In H.K. 


QNE of the carly officials in the 

service of the Hongkong 
Government was Mr. Robert 
Dundas Cay, the first Registrar 
of the Supreme Court. He was 
a man of unusual ability, and his 


name is inseparably linked with!. 


that of the establishment of 
British justice in the Far East; 
for like the founder of the 
Court, Judge John Walter 
Hulme, he was noted for his 
rigid adherence to the course of 
duty. 
SCOTTISH OUTLOOK 


Mr. Robert Dundas Cay was 
born at North Charlton, Nor- 
thumberland in tho year 1807. 
He was the youngest son of 
Robert Hodshon Cay, Easzq., a 
landowner of somo means and in- 
cidentally a Calvinist of -strong 
leanings.. This factor - and the 
proximity of the County to the 
Scottish border were largely in- 
strumental in determining that 
the education of his son should 
bo entirely in a Caledonfan

Cay grew up more Scottish than 
English in his outlook—a fact 


-| which was abundantly evidenced 


in his speech—which, according 
to contemporary accounts, was, 
tin addition to the customary 
Northumbrian burr distinguish- 
ed by a fund of anecdote typical- 
ly Scottish in origin, and testi- 
fied his cultural affinities with 
the land and people of Sir 
Walter Scott and Robbie Burns. 
Although very little is known 
of the early life of Mr, Cay in his 
Homeland, we do know that 
after his graduation at the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, ho obtain- 
ed the situation of writer to the 
Signet which he held for: many 
years. His diligence in this post 
won for him a wide recognition 
among members of the legal pro- 
fesalon, so that by the time that 
he was thitty-five or thereabouts, 
he came under the notice of John 
Walter “Hulme, who had just 
been’ appointed to organise. a 


Her Majesty's newly acquired 
Colony of Hongkong. As a re- 
sult of the recognition of Judge 
Hulme of his capacity, Mr. Cay 
was chosen to accompany him to 
the Far East as a member of the. 
personnel of the new Governor, 
Sir John Davis. 


STARTED COURT 


Mr. Cay, as a component of 
one of the most distinguished 
officia] groups which have ever 
set sail for the Far East arrived 
in Hongkong on board H.M.S. 
Spiteful on May 7, 1844. The 
specific task of creating a com- 
pleto court of judicial procedure 
was -no sinecure, and it is an 
cloquent testimony to the dcter- 
mination of the founders that 
the work which they set upon to 
accomplish was completed — less 
thon six months later, and the 
Supreme Court of the Colony of 
Hongkong was opened on Octo- 
ber 1, 4844.

He gave 23,000 to his 
clerk, Mr. Thomas Edward Barton, 
of Canonble-road, Honour Oak, 
8.E., and another £10,000 -goes to 
him on tho death of the Judge’s 
widow. . 

“Tommy” Barton entered the 

service of the judge in Southport 
nearly half a century ogo. He. 
followed him to London when he 
was calicd to the bar; was with 
him when he was bullding.up a 
big reputation as a KC. 
~ When Mr, Horridgo—as he then 
was--was clevated to the Bench, 
the day after Mr, Justice Avory 
was made a judge, “Tommy” Bar- 
ton went olong.

Cause of Disaster To
